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4, This increased personnel has resulted in almost constant 
apri greatly increased use of all areas of the building and a corre- 
sponding increase in the custodial effort to properly preserve 
government property and to main tain a satisfactory standard of 
police and cleanliness. It has also resulted in a corresponding 
increase in the number of hours of chauffeur duties required. 


5. Due to the fact that one custodian and one custodian- 
chauffeur now authorized in the T/0 are inadequate to meet these 
needs it is necessary for technical personnel at the station to 
devote a part of their time to minor repair and maintenance duties 
of a non-technical nature and to chauffeur duties. At present 
approximately 27 hours weekly of chauffeur duties are performed by 
technical personnel or by the custodian— chauffeur on an overtima 
basis.
